viate, if not to remove, the inconveniencies which have ariſen 
from long inattention to the advantages which were permitted 


to.remain to the Peers of SCOTLAND at the Union of the King- 
doms. f | 


IN the years 1768 and 1771, I oppoſed the election of two 
Noble Peers, who, though well entitled to my reſpect, were not, 


as I thought, qualified by the law of Scotland to repreſent the 


Peerage. 1

In the beginning of the preſent year, I wrote a circular Letter 


to the Peers of ScorLAN D, propoſing a meeting to conſider the 
ſtate of the Peerage, of which the following is a copy : 


* My Loxy, 


AS the general election of the Sixteen Repreſentatives of the 
ScoTs Peerage now approaches, I beg leave to addreſs your 
Lordſhip, not as a candidate, becauſe I have no authority from 
the firſt Miniſter of State for the time being ſo to do, but. with a 
view to incite your Lordſhip, as a depoſitary of the privileges 
and honour of our order, to vindicate theſe invaluable-inheri- 
tances from the unhappy. diſgrace into which they have fallen, 
and to which they muſt remain continually expoſed, until ſome- 
29 7 is Go towards their e ene 


THE l part of tho tw of Baan will remember, 
that, at the general election in the year 1768, ſoon after I had 
the honour to become one of that illuſtrious Body, I offered my- 
ſelf a candidate, on the baſis of a free election, and in oppoſition 
particularly to the Lord Viſeount IRWIN, whom I conſidered as 
not legally qualified to ſit in the Houſe of Peers as a repreſenta- 
tive of the Scors Peerage. On, that occaſion I had the mortifi- 
cation to find that my Brethren did not approve of my conduct, 
nor had any one Peer either the courage to ſupport the dignity 
of the community, or the reſpect and affection for my perſon, to 


give me their ſuffrage. 


Two years afterwards, the occafion of Lord DysART's nomi- 
nation by the Prime Miniſter, and his intereſt being ſupported 


by circular letters from the Secretary of State, rouſed the dor- 
mant

mant ſpirits of our fraternity, and brought forward no fewer 


than twenty-two Peers to ſupport the election of a candidate i in 


oppoſition to the miniſterial Peer. eb ably as 

OTuzx reflections on my part were at this time mixed with 
much ſatisfaction, that my Brethren ſhould diſcover, though at 
the end of two years deliberation, that the tqleraQon of one in- 


dignity leads to another. 


| My. Sk Lao 54. freely to-you, firſt, becauſe I am your 

equal, and have a right ſo to do; and, ſecondly, becauſe I am 
ſupported in what I am now about, both by truth and by the 
voice of the unprejudiced public; laſtly, and with the greateſt 
force, I write with this freedom, becauſe I have no favour to 
aſk from you, but what concerns yourſelf, your family, and po- 
ſterity, as much as it does myſelf. 


| T HERE are. at * only ſixty- ſeven Peers who can vote at 
an election for our repreſentatives; it is not probable that at 
any time, deducting Britiſh Peers, minors, females, abſentees out 
of the kingdoms, and lunatics, that a greater number of effec- 
tual electors can, ſtand upon our liſt; and, even of that number, 
ſome muſt be unable to attend, or to ſend their proxies or figned: 
liſt, by indiſpoſition of ſickneſs, or by neglect. 


Tux idea. which I with to ſuggeſt to your Lordſhip, in conſe-- 


quence of the diſagreeable and indecent fituation in which the 


Peers electors in SCOTLAND are at preſent, and which has been 
more than once animadverted on in the Houſe of Lords, is, that 
an addreſs ſhould be preſented by the Peers of ScoTLAND, to the 
legiſlative body of the three eſtates of Parliament, giving their

conſent, and deſiring, that, to prevent the diſagreeable conſe- 
quences ariſing from the ſacrifice made by the Peers of Scor- 
LAND at the union of the kingdoms, the Sixteen Repreſentatives 
may be hereafter choſen by rotation. 


Tuis rotation would be contained within the bounds of four 
Parliaments at preſent, and would very ſoon not exceed three. 


IT cannot be ſuppoſed that the Peers of ScoTLANnD could be 
inadequate to the ſanctiſication of ſuch a regulation by their 
own conſent, when the heritable juriſdiction, aſcertained by the 
treaty of Union, were wholly done away, reſumed and veſted in 
the Crown, by an act of Parliament; neither can it be with 
common decency alledged, that, by that means, improper perſons 
might be introduced into the Houſe of Lords, when it is conſi- 
dered, that the Peers of SCOTLAND are at leaſt upon a footing 
of equality with the hereditary Peers of ENGLAND as to birth 
and education, the two external advantages which inſpire noble 


and liberal ſentiments. 


As to the reſt, my Lord, I have the honour to aſſure you, that 
I have no other motive for this addreſs than that of conveying 
down to my ſucceſſors, through a purer channel, the dear bought 
remnant of our ancient privileges. 


Hwa my health, nor the unhappy circumſtances of the 
times, permit me to be very anxious about public appearances, 
or a ſeat in the Houſe of Lords; there was a time when I might 
have purſued the career of ambition with greater ſatisfaction, 
and a better proſpect of ſucceſs ; that time is paſt,

My LORDS, 


AM come here this day, not with any intention to oppoſe 
the pretenſions of the Noble Peers who are to be choſen your 
repreſentatives, or to enter any proteſtations, as formerly, againſt 
your proceedings. Neither am I diſpoſed to throw out any in- 
vectives againſt the perſons who are entruſted with the admini- 
ſtration of public affairs. There are, as I underſtand, no more 
than 16 candidates for the honour of repreſenting our illuſtrious 
order, and they are all of them men for whom I have reſpec, 
either on account of their illuſtrious deſcent, or of their per- 
ſonal qualifications. I ſhall give my vote for them, not as con- 
fidering it, in the preſent ſituation of our elections, of any ſigni- 
fication, but as a mark of my reſpect to the individuals, and of 
my perfect candour, and good temper, in the proſecution of the 
views I have long had, with reſpect to the Peerage of Scotland. 
I have no ill will, my Lords, towards the Miniſter; and his Lord- 
D ſhip

ſhip will do me the juſtice to acknowledge, that without trou- 
bling him with any petitions for my own emolument, or that of 
my family, I have often endeavoured to employ the utmoſt ex- 
ertion of my abilities, and what I thought much more effectual, 
to call forth the aid of my ableſt friends, to ſuggeſt ſuch mea- 
ſures, and to convey ſuch information, as I judged might prove 
the moſt productive of advantage to the revenue, of proſperity 
to the nation, and of popularity to his Majeſty's ſervants. 


I BIO your Lordſhips will forgive theſe egotiſms ; they are 
perhaps the only ſpecies of that moſt unpopular figure of rheto- 
ric which may be allowed to an honeſt man, who is afraid of 
being accuſed of ſelfiſh motives, in the threſhold of political 
diſquifition. My Lords, I have in my hand the laws which re- 
gulate the buſineſs we are now about; and although I am not 
afraid of incurring the dreadful premunires, which are hung 
about the necks of any Peers who ſhall enter into the diſcuſſion 
of matters not connected with the buſineſs of the election; yer I 
have thought proper, on account of the riſk of miſrepreſentation, 
to read rather than to ſpeak my ſentiments upon this occaſion. 
But before I enter upon the enumeration of the meaſures which 
I apprehend are proper to be adopted on the ſubject of our elec- 
tion, allow me, my Lords, to obſerve by way of introduction, 
that it is not leſs neceſſary for the honour of the Crown, than 
for the preſervation of the purity of the Conſtitution, and the 
dignity of the Scotch Peerage, that the repreſentation of that 
illuſtrious body in the Houſe of Lords, ſhould be upon the moſt 
independent eſtabliſhment. Our repreſentatives, my Lords, are 
Judges in the laſt reſort of the property of their fellow citizens, in 
common with the other members of that Houſe ; and more parti- 


cularly of that of Scotland, on account of the great difference which 
takes 


— 


L tdi! 


takes place betwixt the municipal laws of the two kingdoms, and 
the probability of its often occurring, that no law Lord ſhall be in 


the Houſe ſufficiently acquainted with the laws of the ancient king- 
dom of Scotland. On this principle, his preſent Majeſty, at the 


beginning of his reign, did, with the generoſity of a patriot 
King, recommend the eſtabliſhment of the independency of the 


Judges, and their holding their offices for life ;—a meaſure, which 
in ſpite of all the humiliations of theſe times, will ſecure a perma- 


nent luſtre to his reign. If, my Lords, at this happy moment 


of ſucceſs, I recal to your remembrance the misfortunes of our 
country; It is the recollection of that black and inauſpicious day*, (of 
which this is the anniverſary) when the Britiſh Lion ruſhed into 
the toils that were prepared for him, and couched beneath the 
ſtripes of his revolted ſubjects. I muſt alſo caution your Lord- 
ſhips againſt ſuppoſing that I agree with thoſe perſons, who wiſh 
to tamper with the fundamental principles of the Britiſh conſti- 
tution, by curtailing the legal influence of the Crown, which 
balances the noble fabric of Britiſh liberty. We have been ad- 
moniſhed indeed by the higheſt authority, and by an authority 
which I ſhall always revere, to guard againſt all innovations in 
conſtitutional matters. I am as averſe, my Lords, as any among 
you, from innovations in a conſtitution of Government, which, 
although I could prove to contain in itſelf the ſeeds of its diſſolu- 
tion, yet, upon the whole, I conſider as the moſt perfect, and the 


beſt calculated for general happineſs, that has yet riſen to view ' 


in the world. 


Bur, my Lords, I do not conſider the promotion of regulation 
in matters of election, in the views, and with the ſpirit of the 


Con-

conſtitution of Great Britain, as coming within the deſcription 
of that ſort of innovation, which has been I by ſo 4p 
an admonition. 


Your Lordſhips are all of you fo well acquainted with the hiſto- 
ry of Scotland, and the particular circumſtances relating to the 
Peerage of our country, that, were I to enter into a minute diſcuſſion 
of what relates to the ancient and preſent ſtate of our order, 
it might juſtly be deemed, not only ſuperfluous but impertinent. 
I ſhall therefore only beg leave, in opening the ſubject, briefly 
to recollect to your Lordſhips, the cauſes which have concurred 
to render the ſtate of the Scotch Peerage ſuch as every diſintereſt- 
ed perſon in the kingdom beholds with concern, and which 
the moſt intereſted conſider, as an object not only worthy but 


- Capable of amendment. 


THe Peers of Scotland were anciently great military Barons, 


who acquired the title of Earl, or Companion to the King, by 


the cincture of the ſword and formal inveſtiture in the King 8 
great Council of State, or in the camp. 


AFTER the complete eſtabliſhment of the feudal ſyſtem, here- 
ditary titles of honour were annexed to the charters of the lands 
which conveyed the domination of the counties, or diſtricts, to 
particular families, on the conditions of military ſervices to be 
performed to the Crown. 


Marcolm III. ſurnamed Canmore, ſeems to have been the 
founder of an hereditary order of Peerage in Scotland.

Alexander III. and the my of > HA Princes, either ex-

tirpated many of the great families, dignified by Malcolm, or 
weakened their authority. Vie 


Tus political, or warlike aſſemblies of our Kings, (for I can- 
not call them Parliaments,) were occaſional and ambulatory; the 
Comites and greater Barons caſed in armour, deliberated with 
their Sovereign concerning peace or war, or momentary expe- 
dients, and temporary laws, which were called forth by the re- 
bellions and tumults of a barbarous age. 


Tus leſſer Barons were afterwards brought forward to ſupport 


the Sovereign againſt his overgrown Nobility, and became ſo nu- 
merous, that it was found expedient to permit the leſſer Barons 
to chuſe repreſentatives to deliberate, and vote in the great 
Councils of the nation. 


PARLIAMENTS were firſt regularly aſſembled by King James I. 
and Peerages created without magiſtracy, or territorial juriſ- 
diction. The repreſentatives of burghs conſtituted by Royal Char- 
ter, found entrance into the Senate, and all the members of Par- 
liament formed but one legiſlative Aſſembly, and ſat together in 
one houſe. | 


WHATEVER, therefore, related to the privileges or preceden- 


cy of the Peers, was regulated by the collective body of Parlia- 
ment, and became ſubject to much invaſion, and inaccuracy, 
from the intention or neglect of a great majority, jealous of therr 
influence, and little intereſted in the ſupport of the dignity of 
the Peerage. 


IAuxs III. of Scotland, impatient of the power of the great No- 
bility, and willing to leſſen their dignity, raiſed to the honours 
E of 


L083 
of the Peerage, many low perſons ſubſervient to his pleaſures 
or his ambition; and his ſucceſſors endeavoured, as much as 
poſſible, to ſeparate the honours of Peerage from territorial in- 
fluence. 


Yer, by patent, and entirely ſeparated from the poſſeſſion of 
lands, were no Peerages erected until the reign of King James VI. 
At the acceſſion of that Prince to the throne of England, the 
Peerage of Scotland was not more numerous than at preſent ; 
after 73 years have elapſed ſince the Union, the failure of 38 
Peerages through want of heirs, and the loſs of 25 by attainder. 


AFTER the acceſſion of King James to the Engliſh throne, ſcarce 
any bounds were ſet to the creation of titles of honour ; and in 
Scotland, now diſtant from the ſeat of Government, it became a 
matter of policy to ſtrengthen the King's influence in Parliament, 
by the creation of members of Parliament, dependent on the 
Crown, and devoted to its intereſt ; yet the Peerages of Scotland, 
though created by patent, were, in general, even after this time, 
connected with the charters of lands, and the proviſions of en- 
tails, 


Tn1s circumſtance which hath ever accompanied the Peerage of 
Scotland, renders the ſtate of ſucceſſion in Scotch Peerages, where 
the inveſtitures are not upon the public records, obſcure to the 
antiquary, and precarious to the eventual ſucceſſors of the 
Peers of Scotland. | 


Tur tenor, however, of an old inveſtiture in lands, conveying 

a Peerage, may be proved effectually from later deeds ; but in 
fuch, the conveyance of the Peerage is often omitted, or obſcure- 
ly

ly expreſſed. Peerages alſo, whoſe courſes of ſucceſſion have 
been altered by reſignations, and eſtabliſhed by novo damus, are 
liable to be involved in ſtill greater obſcurity, and to become al- 


together ſubject to cavil, where the deeds thus altering the ſuc- 
cefſion, are not upon record, and the originals are loſt or de- 


ſtroyed. 

Ar the Union of the kingdoms in the year 1707, the number 
of the Scotch Peers on the rolls of Parliament, amounted to 153. 
That number, from the circumſtances above-mentioned, has di- 
miniſhed to 88; and upon an average ſince the Union, every two 
years have ſeen the loſs of a Peerage by the failure of heirs. If, 
to this expectation, we add the coalition of Peerages, by mar- 
riage, by ſucceſſion of collaterals, having other Peerages, the poſſi- 
bility of new attainders, and the probability of many of them 
being united to Britiſh Peerages; the number of the Scotch 
Peerage, not having ſeats in the Britiſh Parliament, muſt in little 
more than half a century, fall conſiderably ſhort of double the 
number of the 16 repreſentatives. 


Arx the Union, the number of the Peers of Scotland, was nearly 
equal to that of England ; the population of the country, not 
above one-fifth ; its property in point of value, not above one- 
thirtieth part of the adjoining kingdom. 


To introduce the Peers of Scotland in a body, to ſeats in the 
Britiſh Houſe of Lords, was impoſſible ; to create a certain num- 
ber of Peers of the liſt, to be ſitting Peers, ſeemed unjuſt ; to 
elect repreſentatives in imitation of the Commons ; a glaring 
ſoleciſm, and incompatible with the nature of Peerage. No other 
ſalvo, however, occurred to the Scotch Lords, or to Adminiſtra- 


tion, 


- 
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tion, by which the honour, the privileges, and the independence 
of the Noble Scotch Delegates in the Britiſh: Parliament could be 
ſaved. 8 


THE ceſſation of ancient troubles, the ſecurity of the Proteſtant 
ſucceſhon, the participation of Engliſh commerce and promotion, 
the abolition of the odious Privy Council; and, laſt of all, though 
not the leaſt, the proſpect of a milder Government, and more po- 
pular laws, turned the ſcale againſt the Nobility of Scotland. 


THrEy were forced to ſurrender their ancient privileges, and 
their political importance was to be offered up at the ſhrine of 
national advantage, and ſacrificed upon the altar of peace. The 
Peers of Scotland were to ele 16 repreſentatives, after the man- 
ner of the freeholders of a county, or the members of a corpo- 
ration, and yet they were to be deprived of their exiſtence as a 
community, or as a corporation. F | 


THEY were to have no times of lawful meeting with any ef- 
fe, but by proclamation of the King for the mere purpoſe of 
election. 


THAT meeting was not to form a Court of Record. The 
Noble EleQors were not to be allowed the privileges of all ſo- 
cieties, that of excluding perſons claiming to be of their num- 
ber, upon doubtful, or falſe pretenſions ; nor were they to de- 
liberate upon any matters not immediately relating to the buſi- 
neſs of electing the 16 repreſentatives, to fit in the Britiſh Houſe 
of Lords. It was no difficult matter to foreſee the ill conſequen- 
ces of this arrangement. The ancient Peers of Scotland ſaw, with 


ſorrow, that as their order was no longer to meet lawfully at 
| | pleaſure,

pleaſure, concerning the privileges which were to remain to 
them, that no political connection was to ſubſiſt among them, 
the recommendation of a Miniſter of ſtate, would check any can- 
didate from ſoliciting the honour of election, except, perhaps, 
- when violent ferments ſubſiſted in the kingdom, or when a Mi- 


niſter tottered from his ſeat. 


Tusk reflections, my Lords, are a ſufficient reply to thoſe 
who may throw out ſuch obſervations as theſe: Are not the 
Peers of Scotland free to elect what Peer or Peers they chuſe to 
prefer? If a firſt Lord of the Treaſury, or Secretary of State, 
writes circular letters to the Peers, expreſſing a wiſh, that parti- 
cular friends of theirs may meet with their ſuffrages, where is 
the conſtraint uſed to infringe their lawful privilege, to elect the 
man or men of their own choice? Is the wiſh of a Miniſter to 
occaſion the oppoſition of the Scotch Peerage to a reſpectable 
member of their order? And if a Scotch Peer wiſhes to ſupplant 
the favoured candidate, let him offer himſelf one alſo, and put 
himſelf on the ſuffrages of his Peers: But who would not prefer 
the choice of the Sovereign to that of a faction? The King alſo 
is the fountain of Nobility, and the ſtretch of influence is not 
great, when it extends only ta the natural ſupporters of the 


Crown. 


ALL theſe arguments, my Lords, with many others founded 
on the wealthy circumſtances, and independency of the majority 
of the Scotch Peerage, are eaſily diſproved from experience. 


No more than three or four attempts to ele the repreſenta- 
tives on the baſis of freedom, have been made ſince the Union, 


and two of theſe were the offspring of faction, and had no good 
| ; F conſequence. 
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conſequence. For my own part, I am an enemy to faction, nor 
will I ever vote for a Peer, who ſtands a candidate in oppoſition, 
after having aſked the nomination of the Miniſter. | 


WHEN a Scotch Peer wiſhes to go up to Parliament, every 
body knows, and it 1s needleſs to pretend to make a myſtery of 
it, he ſpeaks to a political friend, or writes to a Miniſter of State, 
expreſſing his deſire that it may be thought conſiſtent with his 
Majeſty's ſervice, and the arrangements of Adminiſtration, that 
his pretenſions to a ſeat in the Houſe of Lords by election of the 
Scotch Peers, may meet with his Majeſty's approbation, and the 
aſſiſtance of his ſervants. 


Ir the Miniſter is favourably inclined to the Peer who ſoli- 
cits, either on account of his being a perſonal favourite, a ſup- 
porter of the Miniſter's intereſt, poſſeſſed of a conſiderable inte- 
reſt in a county, or diſtrict of burghs ; or /a///y, if a Nobleman 
of ſmall fortune, who may be thought likely to court the favour 
of Government, to ſupport his dignity in an expenſive metropo- 
tis, the Miniſter recommends him warmly to the Scotch Peers 
reſident at London, and to the Scotch Great Officers of the 
Crown, who hand about the recommendation in their extenſive 
circles, and quaſh the hopes of any other candidate among the 
Scotch Peerage. It becomes very ſoon underſtood, that ſuch a 
Peer, or ſuch a number of Peers are to be ſupported by Govern- 
ment, and no Peer ventures to ſolicit the ſuffrages of his bre- 
thren. The circular letters, however, are laid aſide, and I aſ- 
ſume ſome honour to myſelf that they are ; for I conveyed, up- 
on a late occaſion, the information to whom it might concern, 
that if any Secretary of State dared to affront me by writing to 
me on ſuch a ſubject, I would come to London and endeavour 

to 


LF: 
to chaſtiſe him. I would not imitate thoſe who: ſhoot at tar- 
gets, to accompliſh themſelves for Janiſſaries to a Prime Mini- 
ſter; but I will always be prepared to puniſh thoſe» who dare 
treat me like a ſlave.

III. THAT to prevent the inconveniencies which might ariſe 
from Peers of Scotland in high offices of truſt not being in the 
rotatory nomination, the Lord Preſident of the Council, the Lord 
Privy Seal, the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, the Commander in 
Chief of his Majeſty's forces in Great Britain, or Ireland, the 
firſt Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, Admiralty, or Board of Trade 


and Plaitations, and his Majeſty's principal Secretaries of Stat 


ſhall be excepted, as Peers of Scotland from this regulation, and 
ſhall fill up the liſt in preference as repreſentatives of the Peerage 
of Scotland, for the purpoſes of reſponſibility in Parliament, and 
their duty to his Majeſty, which might be impeded by their ex- 
cluſion from ſeats in the Parliament of Great Britain. 


IV. Tua the vacancies which ſhall happen during the Par- 
liaments by the death, or legal incapacity of any of the repre- 
ſentatives, 
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ſentatives, ſhall be filled up by the Peers, or Peer, next in rota- 


tion, according to the WW rule of number, degree, 


or precedency. 


V. THarT the legal incapacitics ſhall not deprive the families, 
in which they ſhall occur, in the courſe of rotation, of their 
right to reſume their privileges, on the. firſt opening which ſhall 
happen, when the repreſentative of the family, ſucceeding to 
the Peerage, ſhall be legally qualified to be choſen. 


VI. Tur Lyon King of Arms, and his brethren heralds, make 
out as authentic a liſt of the preſent Peers and Peereſſes of Scot- 
land in their own right, as it may be in his power, expreſſing 
in one column, the titles in their order of precedency, as they 
are ranked in the Union-roll; in another, the names and fur- 
names. of the preſent Peers and Peereſles ; and in a third, the 
deſtinations of their titles; and that he tranſmit the ſame, cer- 
tified by his ſubſcription and ſeal of office, to the Clerk of the 
Houſe of Peers, to be laid before the Houſe, at the beginning of

VII. Tur in making up ſuch liſt, if any doubt occurs to

ing the next immediate Peer or Peereſs, after whom he ſhall take 
the ſaid honour ; then ſuch pedigree ſhall alſo further include 
ſuch grandfather or grandmother, uacle or aunt, or other rela- 
tion, together with their deſcendents in like form and manner, 
and down to the ſame period, as aforeſaid ; which ſaid pedigree 
ſhall be tranſmitted to the clerk. of the Houſe of Peers, within

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cords of the houſe, and an authentic copy thereof, ſigned by the 
Lyon or his depute, (together with ſuch ſucceeding Peer's ſubſcrip- 
tion,) regiſtered in the Lyon Office. Provided, that nothing herein 
contained ſhall be conſtrued to bar the claim, or prejudice the rights 
of any perſon who may be found at any time aggrieved by any- 
omiſſion of entry, or by any defect or error which may be pro- 
ved by legal evidence to have happened in the conſtruction of 


ſuch pedigree. 1 


X. Tnar every Peer of Scotland, and Peereſs in her own 
right, ſhall be at liberty-to make proof of his. or her pedigree 
in manner above ſet forth, and ſhall obtain. the like entry there- 
of, in the records of the Houſe of Peers, and in the Lyon Office: 


I. In4ar Lyon King of Arms, and his brethren Heralds, may 
demand, as a reaſonable fee for their care, expences and trouble 
in collecting, preparing, extending and afliſting at the proof of 
the pedigree of each Peer and Peereſs, and recording the ſame 
in manner as above ſpecified, the like ſum, as ordered to be 
paid by the Britiſh Houſe of Peers, to the Engliſh Officers of 
Arms, for the like pedigrees by their order, of date the 11th of 


May 1767. 


THEesE, my Lords, are the regulations which I apprehend,

Soon after the Revolution, there were therefore 147 Peers 
of Scotland, and only 160 Peers of England: The Peers of Scot- 
land, now remaining, at the utmoſt. go; the Peers of England 
that remain are 69. 91 Peers of England have terminated ſince 
that time off that liſt, and 57 only on the Scotch liſt. 

Thus every year hath ſeen the extinction of an Engliſh title, and 
every other year the extinction of a Scotch Peerage, and 8 beſides. 

But it is to be conſidered, that many of the Scotch titles are to 
heirs general, and that many Peers were created in Scotland im- 
mediately before the union of the kingdoms. 

As the 16 Peers of Scotland were however to repreſent the 147 
Peers really exiſting at the Union; and as that number has ſunk 
below go, whilſt the Houſe of Peers is increaſed to near 200, it is 
hoped the magnanimity of the Engliſh Peers will engage them to 

it that reſolution to be reſcinded, which excludes Peers of 
Scotland, who have received Britiſh titles, from fitting in Parlia- 
ment; or at leaſt to forward ſuch regulations as may tend to ſe- 
cure the dignity and privileges, as well as the independency of
